ALBANIA SAID TO ._ 
PROGRESSING 
Many factors contribute to the 


increase of instability in Albania. 
The country has no real Consritu- 


tion, the present provisional ma-_ 


chinery of government being based 
on the “Statuto of Lushnja” of 
January, 1920. This “Statuto” sub- 
mits the functions of the sovereign 
to a council of four regents; one 
Catholic, one Eastern Orthodox, 
one Sunn! Moslem and one Gektashi 
Moslem; these are chosen by Par- 
liament. which in turn is chosen by 
universal manhood suffrage on a 
system of double election. The 
powers of the regency are those of 
a strictly limited monarchy. The 
Ministry is responsible to Parlia- 
ment. Tirana is the provisional! 
capital. The Albanians have so far 
shown scant comprehension of the 
principles of parliamentary gov- 
ernment. The late Parliament con- 
vened en April 21, 1921, and ad-

journed on September 31, 1923; 
the members proved themselves in- 
capable of anything but a scramble 
for Ministerial positions.
